Thousands. at Polo Grounds 
Pay Tribute to Mayor of 
Cork as’Patriot. 
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PUBLIC ‘MEN TAKE PART 


Governor, Mayors, Catholic aid 
Protestant Clergy and Rabbis 
. Eulogize Hunger Strikers 


A crowd estimated at 40,000’ thronged 
the Polo Grounds, Manhattan's largest 
amphitheatre, yesterday afternoon in a 
demonstration as unusual as its oc- 
casion. It was at once a tribute to the 
late Terence MacSwiney, Lord Mayor of 
Cork, the Irish hunger-striker, and an 
outburst of Irish emotion. Another 10,- 
000, the police estimated, were crowded 
out of the grounds. 

The demonstration was the largest of 
many similar meetings held yesterday 
under the auspices of the American Com- 
missioh on Irish Independence and Irish 
societies. The police reported little dis- 
order. 

Four temporary rostra were set up on 
the field. and the audience kept to thé 
grandstand. For two hours and a haif 
there cameé cheers from one quarter or 
another an speakers either hailed Mac- 
Swiney and the other dead hunger 
strikers as martyrs, recited_the history 
of the Irish , described America's 
war-aims, or the British Goy- 
ernment. = 

Each mention of Lloyd: George—and 
|the speakers made frequent referetite to 
the British Premier—was met with boos 
and higses. At the closé of the meet- 
ing the crowd filed out of . the: —e 
Grounds in orderly fashion.

“Carpenters” Who Got “Privilege 
Cards” from Brindell’s Union 
Were Unskilled. 


’ Evidence that building contractors 
using steel under open shop conditions 
were mulcted of huge sums of money 
during the last year by labor repre- 
sentatives is accumulating . rapidly . in 
the Lockwood Committee’s investigation 
of the building industry. 

Many instances in thé possession of 
the committee show that strikes were 
called on buildings in the course of con- 
structidn on the ground that :the steel 
in the, structures was being handled by 
men not affiliated with Robert P./ Brin- 
dell’s Building Trades Council. After a 
period of negotiation between labor rep- 
resentatives and employers the men 
working on the job returned and the 
steel erectors not affiliated with the 
Building Trades Council always re- 
turned with the other men. 

It was recalled yesterday that Ephraim 
Levy, ;a builder, testified before the 
committee that all the men on his $2,- 
000,000 job on Seventh Avenue and 
Thirty-first Street were called on strike 
after Brindell asserted he would have 
to ‘‘make an example’’ of the job be+ 
cause steel was being put in under open 
shop conditions.. Levy said he gave 
$25,000 to George’ Backer, who was su- 
perintending the. job Yor Brindell and 
his” committee, and Backer said he gave

‘building contractors during the past 
year were forced to pay tribute in order 
to%o'on with their work and complete 
it using ironworkers not affiliated with 
the Building’ Trades Council. 

The fron. Erectors’ League has fre- 
quently made public statements con- 
cerning its implacable hostility to the 
idea. of the closed shop. It has used 
union ‘ironworkers as well as non- 
union men. The union men are mem- 
bers of the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
men’s Union, which is not affiliated 
with the Building»Trades Council. 

Labor. representatives, under the guise 
of righting the Iron Erectors’ League, 
if was said, have called strikes on 
buildings in the course of coonstruction. 
The men were.generally called off the 
work when the building was well up in 
the air. The law requires the brick 
work and masonry to follow the steel 
work up to within ‘several stories. A 
strike called when the work was well 
under way caused great embarrassment 
to builders because the bricklayers, 
plasterers and other workers could ‘not 
go on With their Jobs. 

If the builder tried to fight the strike 
out on his: own terms and. denounced 
those responsible for the strike ,or- in 
any way showed that he was unwilling 
to’ accede to the demands of those 
fomenting the luble, a -threat was 
generally made 
tear down all the work done by non- 
union.men. Such a threat, if carried 
out, would’ have meant great loss to 
every builder and possibly bankruptcy to 
some. -The threat was generally’ suffi- 
cient. An-agreement was reached and 
the men at work on the building- would 
again take Up their tasks. The status: 
of the men engaged in the iron work 
would in no way change, and this fact 
haa ca some interesting speculation 
by } associated with the committee.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—-The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, in a state- 
ment tonight, appealed to the public to 
assist in stamping out alleged discrim- 
inatory. practices 6f some of its em- 


ployes in the sale of parlor car accam- 
rtmodations, 

. “ Investigation of recent complaints,” 
the statement said, ‘‘ shows that in cer- 
tain cases ticket sellers employed by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and authorized 
to. sell Pullman accommodations. were 
holding back ayailable space from pa- 
‘trons and-selling it only when gratuities 
were forthcoming. Such practices have 
no place in the operation of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad and their continuance 
will not be tolerated. 

“It will be difficult absolutely to pre- 
vent ‘troubles of this kind unless the 
public will co-operate by-refraining from 
offering gratuities and by reporting at 





once to the manageinent any instan®s 
in which such gratuities are solicited. 
The only\other possible course, in case 
of further complaint will be to restrict 
the privileges, with resulting inconven- 


ience to the traveling public, which, of 
course, it is most desirable to avoid.”’

IN ELECTRIC PLANT

Barrel of Oil Ignited by Flash, 
and Flames Thrown on 
Group of Workmen. 


ONLY ONE MAN ESCAPES 


Tonawanda, North Tonawanda 
and Part of Buffalo Without 
Lights as Result of Accident. 


NORTH TONAWANDA, N. -Y., Oct. 
$1.—Twelve mén were Killed. early this 
morning in an explosion-and fire at the 
distributing tower of the Niagara Falls 
Power Company here. 

The explosion occurred a few minutes 
after two new transformers had been 


cut in at the distributing tower of the 
power company’s plant. Thirteen men 
were crowded in the room watching the 
work of the new machinery, when there 
was an explosion, apparently caused by 
a short circuit, The-force of ‘thy blast 
burst a steel barrel of lubricating oil 
which formed part of the new equip- 
ment, and the flash of the electricity 
ignited this ‘pil, which was thrown over 
the men in the room. 

Four men. were instantly” killed, ap- 
parently. One estaped serious burns by 
jumping through’ a window. The other 

| managed to escape from the flame~- 

foom, but all were so’ badly burned 
that they died in thé hospital today and 
tonight.

RADIO ‘PHONE HEARD 
JERSEY TO SCOTLAND 


With 100 Watt Power Ama- 
teur’s Voice Carries 3,500 
Miles Across Sea. 


TEST BY BOY AND FATHER 


Feat Establishes New Wireless 
Record—Done by Hugh Rob- 
inson, Pioneer Aviator. 


What is believed to have been a new 
record for the transmission with low 
Power of sound by radio telephone was 
established on Oct. 6 when a wireless 


J operator in Scotland heard parts of a 


conversation and a selection on a talk- 
ing machine emanating from an 
amateur experimental station in Key- 


away. This became known when Hugh 
Robinson, who with his sixteen-year-old’ 
son Harold has been experimenting 
with the wireless telephone, received a 
letter from George W. G. Benzie of 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland, dated Oct. 12, 
in which the writer told of his experi- 
ence in receiving the message. , 

In making public. the- details of the 
story, Mr. Robinson said yesterday that 
it was almost unbelievable that his 
radio telephone apparatus could have 
sent a distinguishable message to such 
a great distance. He was enthusiastic 
over the letter he had received from 
Scotland and announced he would at- 
tempt*to send messages to greater dis- 
tances. 

The letter from Scotany, Treads as 
follows: 


Denmill Cottage, Peterculter, 
rdeénshire, Scotland, 
Oct. 12, 1920. 

Dear Mr. Robinson: I write to say 
that my friend and I received your 
transmission on Oct. 6 to your friend— 
I could not be sure of this gentleman’s 
name—but we heard the record, 
‘* Roamin’ in the Gioamin,’’ by Harry 
Lauder, and the other tune very 
clearly; also that your power at the 
time was 100 watts. I write you this 
as no doubt you will be interested to 
learn that you can be heard over here 
with so small a peWer. I was using 
three valves. I would be greatly 
obliged if you could transmit again

“‘ Several months ago my son became 
interested in wireless telegraph and tel- 
ephone,’” Mr. Robinson said. ‘I en- 
eouraged him in his study, with the ‘re- 
sult that 1 found nryself interested aiso. 
We began experimenting with the send- 
ing of sound by radio phone, and finally 
reached the stage where sent out 
messages. We would talk into the 
phone, giving our names and _ station 
where we were located, and asked any 
recipient of our messages to communi- 
eate with us. We would-also play a 
selection ‘on a talking machine ‘as an 

added attraction. 

“Soon we were getting back answers 
from wireless ‘operators within a dis- 
tance of 100 miles from Keyport, advis- 
ing us that they, had jheard the sound 
of the voices and the music. Then-we 
experimented with wave lengths, with 
the idea of determining the most effi- 
cient one. The wave lengths. we have 
been ‘recently using are from 280 to 290

HE _ CHARGES DECEPTION 


Accuses Democrats of Attempt- 
ing to Show He Is Opposed to. 
Any International Association. 


AIDS SENATE CANDIDATES 


Sends Message to Republican Nomi- 
nees, Declaring People Must Un- 
derstand America Needs Them. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MARION, Ohio, Oct, 31.—Senator Har- 
ding in a statement tonight as_ his 
final appeal to the people declared 
that the election Tuesday turned on 
two clearly drawn issues, the League 
of Nations and a constructive domestic 
policy. He contended that the country 
has already answered ‘‘No’’ on the 
League as at present constituted, and 
this meant, he said, that the ‘*‘ man who 
is elected President must set his face 
toward a constructive plan.’’ 

The League issue as presented by the 
Democrrats, he asserted, * could .- be 
summed up in these words: 

“Shall we enter the Paris League of 
Nations, assuming among other obliga- 
tions the obligation of Article X.?’’ 

The Democrats had answered “ Yes,"’ 
he declared, and the Republicans “ No.’ 
He charged an attempt by the Demo- 
crats to deceive the people by making 
it appear that the Republicans were op- 
posed to any ‘‘ international associa- 
tion.”’ ° 

On a constructive policy, Senator Har- 
ding declared that there was a direct 
issue between the “‘ follies.’’ of the Wil- 
rson Administration and. the policies he 
had outlined from the ‘' front porch.’’ 

At the same time Senator. Harding 
sent a message to each RepubligAf can- 
didate for the Senate, declaring that the 
people “‘ must understand” that their 
election ‘would be a-contribution to a 
** united America ready to go forward 
to new confidence.” 

Text of Harding’s Appeal. 

Senator’ Harding’s appeal is as fol- 
lows: 

“'¥wo issues are made by the voters 
in this campaign. One of them is~the 
foreign policy of the United States: The 
other is the domestic policy” of the 
United States. 

‘* Between our Democratic opponent 
and the American people who are sup- 
porting the Republican Party these is- 
sues are clearly drawn. 

‘There has been a steady attempt to 
deceive the people as to the issue of our 
foreign policy. There has been an at- 
tempt: by the Democratic leaders to 
make the American people believe that 
the Republican policy is against Amer- 
ica‘ entering into a fraternity of nations 
to prevent war and to co-operate for 
peace. This is a deceit, and, of course, 
is an attempt to blind the people to the 
League of Nations issue as it. was 
framed by sthe Democratic leaders and 
by the Democratic ‘platform. 

‘‘ The issue as- presented by the Demo- 
cratic Administration and its repre- 
sentatives in, this campaign is simply 
the question: ‘Shall we entér the Paris 
League ~of Nations assuming, among 
other obligations, the Cg of Ar- 
ticle X®’ 

‘The answer of the Democratic group 
is ‘ Yes.’ Thé answer of the Republican 
Party and‘its candidate is ‘ No,’ 

"The reason for answering ‘No’ to 
the question drawn by, our opponents is 
that America is not ready to mortgage 
her conscience to the old world or en- 
gage to send her boys to war to carry 
on an old Ewvropean controversy, or 
place her resources at the beck and call 
of a group of shrewd diplomats acting 
for an armed: alliance masked under the 
benevolent title of the League of Na- 
tions.

League becomes the sponsor for the development of a 
real court of international justice, and strange, when 
in another part of his address he calls this an incidental 
provision. 

We must conclude that he has not too carefully 
examined his arguments, but is swayed by a belief that 
we should. stay by ourselves and still fight our way— 


- that we should not progress toward co-operation and 


world union. 

On his fourth objection, that the League creates 
a super-government, we must remind ourselves that-:our 
conception of government is not that it is a ruler, but 
a servant of the people, and that this conception must 
increase, must grow, in the world. 

His fifth objection, that the provisions of the 
League do. not correctly articulate with our constitu- 
tional provisions to make those who represent us re- 
sponsible to the people, leads us to the thought that we 
must surely expect that with new duties and functions 
we must evolve adaptations of our sa Dis ie to meet 
all needs. 

Whatever changes would be found to be desirable in 
order to. bring our operations in the League close to 
the people of this necen aged would surely be brought 
about. an 

Other directions have Seal pointed out in which 
parts of the machinery ‘of our Government may not 
meet all of the present requirements, or may be an 
outgrown expression of relations as they were seen 
in 1789. It might not. be disadvantageous for the 


United States to have occdsien to review some of them, - 


and the history of the last months suggests the thought 


that even Senatorial functions might well undergo some 


change. 

The criticisms of Article X. do not see its purpose, 
and they miscaleulate its effect. 

The first object of the League is to prevent war. 
As in all else for prevention, the root of the evil should 
be cured. Land grabbing and subjugation of peoples, 
from all ages, are the chief causes of war. if all 
nations unite in an agreement not to permit these 
things, to that extent the chief cause of war is 
abolished. 

If that cause is left an open way, the tendency to 
war might be too. strong to curb. But with this agree- 
ment against aggression, the end of war begins. When 
Russia and Germany and all civilized nations come 
into the Leagte, in their own time, the entire civilized 
world will be,committed to this agreement. 


Thus the article is preventive, and its moral effect 


deterrent of war in the highest degree. With the 
force of a signed agreement against aggression, and 
mutual promise to use all means besides. war first, to. 
enforce it, the element of physical force becomes a 
final power in the background. It may be looked upon 
as the same kind of necessity as a policeman’s club 
which by its presence avoids the. necessity of its use. 

It seems quite certain that a war crisis would be 
further. removed from us because.of such .-announce- 
ment as this article calls for. 


It seems that. the possible obligation to-zo to-War, 


under the article; is. not comparable with the moral and 
practical effect of the article on the.whole world to re- 


frain from that chief cause of, war.”

stopped while Potter was 800 feet in the 
air and*plunged to the ground. 

Potter arrived at the Curtiss Field on 
Friday to test dirplanes. and was to 
have begun his work on Monday. 

Ai-tor parties running along the high- 
way hear the army aviation fields near 
here- saw the bright-colored plane fly 
over them. As it neared the bounds of 
Roosevelt Field; the motor stopped, the 
plane turned nose to the ground and 
then spun to earth in wide circles. Pot- 
ter was unable to right the machine and 
it. buried itself deep into the earth. 

Thé strap holding Potter into his seat 
popped as the machine struck, and the 
wreckage forced him upward so that 
rescuers had no trouble getting him out 
f the débris: Soldiers who ran from 
Roosevelt Field suggested that one of 
the automobiles be used to hurry him 
to. the hospital at Mitchel, Field. Sur- 
geons were called, but the aviator died 
two hours later. 

Officials of the-Curtiss Company said 
that Potter had come to them with high 
recommendations as a flier and they 
had decided to engage him for the diffi- 
cult task of flying new airplanes on 
théir first journeys into the air.. On his 
first few flights at the field today and 
on_Saturday the officials observed that 
he was an expert. | He had a good rec- 
‘ord a8 an army aviator. He was said 
to be about 30 years old, unmarried, and 
had. lived in Boston. ; 

The airplane was a total wreck after 
falling into the combination of sand 
and gravel near Roosevelt Field; and 
no attempt was made to.salvage any of 
it teday.

‘*Such experiences in the past,’’ the 
letter continues, “‘ always have followed 
long periods of internal development, 
including extensive construction work, 
such as railroad building, town building, 
&c. Our periods of prosperity and cre® 
it expansion have.been of this character 
and it has usually happened that the 
movement has overrun the. needs of the 
country at the time, and a’ period of 
growth was-required afterward to bring 
the country up to its new facilities. This 
was the case in 1873 and 1893, the two 
most important crises of our recent his- 
tory. In the period following 1893 re- 
covery was delayed by controversy over 
the money question. 

‘The boom period which has been re- 
sponsiblé Yor the existing .expansion of 
credit and high prices was got’ due to 
internal development or construction 
work ; on the contrary, it interfered with 
normal development and improvements, 
and the facilities of the country*are be- 
hind its needs. Never before was there 
s0 much work in sight needing to’ be 
done, or so many opportunities in the 
world outside. The immediate probiem 
is that of price readjustment.
